FIGURES OF TUE LAST I'KESI- 
DENT I A L FLECTION. 

In the election of 1880 Hancock and 
Garfield each had exactly half the num- 
ber of states, nineteen going Democrat 
and nineteen Republican, In tin- popu 
lar vote there was almost the same equal- 
ity, for in the whole count lo-n. Hancock 
polled 4,442,035 votes, while (ion. Car 
field had 4,449,05:1 or a popular plurality 
of 7,018 for the Republican candidate. 
Here was an insignificant plurality of only 
a few thousand votes in (lie total popular 
vote of over nine millions. These ligures 
are suggestive. They slum how slight the 
difference is between the party that is on 
top and the party that litis been under 
during the last twenty-five years. In 
several ot the states the vote was so einae 
that the figures almost balanced. In Cali- 
fornia the difference w is less than a hun- 
dred, in Coimectii ui only 2,059; 111 New 
Jersey, 2,000; and in Oregon, 001, lint 
when it came to the division of the votes 
in the electoral college, it was a very 
different matter. While the two par- 
ties wore equally divided as to states, and. 
alao in the popular vote, the republicans 
had no less than 214 electoral votes to 
elect their candidate, while I ho democrats 
had but 155. 



THE WHEAT CliOF. 

The wheat crop of last year in the states 
was said to be short by 100,000,000 bush- 
els and that of Canada also short by some 
15,000,000 bushels. But there has been 
no abundant supply at modoruto latoa 
throughout "the year. The prospects this 
year in both countries, and indeed through- 
out the world, indicate a bountiful crop. 
Already new winter wheat of splendid 
quality and yield has made its appearance 
while there is yet a plentiful supply of 
the old. All indications point to an abun 
dunt supply of the stall' of life during a 
year to come. 



THE RAILWAY llELT. 

Hon. Mr. Trutch has received iusti uclions 
to open the railway bell on the mainland, 
Surveys will be begun immediately. Some 
time must necessarily elapse before tin al- 
lotments can ail lie made; but the com- 
mencement of the work of laying off the 
sections will convey contentment to many 
anxious breasts. The delay has been inex- 
cusable and has cost the province many 
valuable settlers; but the instructions are 
here at last and the mainland people ought 
to bo happy. Lund at Si an acre is a mere 
bagatelle. It is "dirt" cheap. 



Chinese Commission. 

To Tiik Editor:— Your remarks on the 
proposed method of examining the Chinese 
question are much to the point. Il is not 
a question that can properly bo dealt with 
by a commission on a scamper, anil the 
proposul. indeed, is scarcely consistent 
with good faith on the' part of the Domin- 
ion government. It is unfortunate that 
an inquiry was not sooner undertaken, 
and that it must now be begun in harvest 
time. The inquiry is preliminary to legis- 
lation which may require the sanction of 
the home government. It concerns, as 
you say 1 a large subject with diverse as- 
pects — novel, social, industrial. A hastily 
framed report by a commission not pos- 
sessing the confidence of the community 
and without the percentage! of evidence 
taken in a thorough, leisurely manner 
throughout the. country may serve certain 
purposes; but it will be practically useless 
in satisfying the public mind. Better 
leave the question alone than burke it 
We look to our provincial government and 
to our federal representatives in this mat- 
ter, and will hold them responsible if they 
agreo to any hasty, half-and-half action 
in fulfilment of the pledge made by the 
Dominion government last session.

How to Cook a Beers-leak. 

Procure from the butcher a good fat sir 
loin Btoak with t(je tenderloin attached; 
cut an inch thick. Cut out the tenderloin, 
trim off the extra fat, splice into four 
parts, so you will have four steaks one 
fourth of an inch thick: Take a sheet of 
foolscap paper, spread out to full size on a 
siuooth surface; with sweet butter give 
the paper a thin coat all over the exposed 
side of the paper. Salt and pepper the 
same to taste, not too much; lay your 
steak on one side of the paper, turn the 
other half over the steak ; then beginning 
at the corner of the fold in the paper, 
crimp from each corner until you reach 
the centre; fasten with pins so that the 
paper will not loae its-folds, and you have 
your steak in a tight paper bag. Have a 
light broiling lire; place your steak as 
above prepared on a gridiron; holdover 
the fire, retaining hold of tho handle, and 
watch carefully that the paper does not 
scorch or burn. The steak will cook 
thoroughly in four or live minutes. Serve 
on a hot dish, garnished with slice lemons. 
Cooked in this way the meat retains all 
its jucineas and is free from all taints of 
smoke or fire, and will be accepted by the 
lllOBt delicate stomach and retained.

ENGLAND. 
London, July 21, 4 p.m. — At noon the 
organized trades union assembled at 
Sloane 34uu.ro, Paddington Green, Euston 
square, Islington Green, C.lerkenwell 
Green, Finsbury Circus, the Obelisk, 
Blackfriars and Grosveuor Gardens, and 
proceeded to the embankment. Political 
delegates wore colors. The streets and 
bridges across the Thames were picked 
and traffic greatly impeded. The proces- 
sion moved in the following order: 
Mounted farriers, agricultural laborers, 
provincial deputations, London trades 
council, representatives from printing, 
book-binding and papers, iron and metal, 
clothing, leither, shipping, building, 
cabinet-making, a fancy goods and gen- 
eral trades, political clubs, liberal asso- 
ciations, temperance bodies and friendly 
societies. Arriving at tlffc park they 
marched to the platforms assigned, and 
tho band played until tho chairman ar- 
rived. 

London, July 21. — As the procession 
started from tho embankment several loud 
explosions were heard near tho govern- 
ment officers. The crowd was greatly 
frightened and thousands made a rush to- 
wards Whitehall believing that the ex- 
plosions wore duo to dynamite. The scare 
ended when it was found the explosions 
were nothing more than a salute which 
the Horse Guards were firing in honor of 
the birth uf tho Uuchcaa of Albany's son. 

A resolution prepared against the rejec- 
tion of the franchise bill by the irrespon- 
sible and unrepresentative house of lords 
expresses approval of Gladstone's action 
and declares that the continued existence 
of the unchecked power of impeding the 
popular will which the lords exercise is 
not conducive .to the welfare of the peo- 
ple and the peace and properity of the 
country. 

London, July 20. — A correspondent 
describes scenes in a cholera hospital 
thus: The limbs of the patients are 
black ; nothing shows life but the eyes 
which look staring and enlarged through 
the allevotion of tho rigid faces. They 
express nothing but indifference and when 
one of the visitors pressed the hand of a 
boy of 12 he made no sign and did not 
even turn to look at his visitor but kept 
his eyes steadily fixed on the sun lighted 
blue sea which ho could see from his bed. 
A lady whose husband died in one uf tho 
small towns outside of Marseilles, has 
been refused by the mayor permission to 
see tho corpse of her husband or oven to 
enter her own house and has to camp in 
the open air. The sisters of charity are 
true to their duty. 

London, July 20. — Capt. Sir George 
Nares being interviewed said : "1 hoard 
this good news yesterday at Harwich and 
am inexpressibly delighted. I want to 
congratulate Liout. Greeley on his safety 
and success in making the longest stride 
towards knowledge of the arctic mysteries. 
My thoughts have been with Greeley from 
the time lie started, and now that we have 
got some account of his experience I see 
that he has shown splendid leadership, 
wonderful strength and firmness of char- 
acter. His keeping his crew together 
such a long period and under such trying 
times is a brilliant feat and worthy of 
every praise. 1 see that the stores cached 
by my expedition proved useful to the 
Greeley party and I am very glad they 
did for that gives England another 
chum to share in the gloy 
of the achievement, but it must bo 
admitted that Greely's achievement has 
placed America in the van of Arctic re 
research. This eminence has hitherto be- 
longed to England and whether she will 
be content to take second place remains to 
be seen. I hope nut, and I shall be ready 
to try whenever wanted. I hope to have 
the pleasure of meeting Lieut. Creely 
sooner or later, and I assure you we will 
have lots of things to talk about." Benj . 
Leigh Smith, the most experienced Arctic 
explorer living, said: "Groely performed 
a feat uneqalled in Arctic exploration and 
one which stirs my blood like a recital of 
times of old. Lieut. Garlington should 
have reached and rescued Greely long 
ago. I don't know, and I don't pretend to 
declare, who was, responsible for the fail- 
ure of the Porteus expedition; but that 
failure is more than ever to be deplored 
now that we know that Greely and his 
brave followers were alive when Garling- 
ton was sent to their rescue. One thing is 
certain Sholey's work was splendidly plan- 
ned and bravely executed. 

A scandalous disclosure was made to-day 
at the inquest over Judge Williams, who 
died suddenly Thursday night at Notting- 
ham. Judge Williams was a leading mem- 
ber of the English bench and ranked de- 
servedly high among lawyers on account of 
his learning and ability. He was the head 
of 11 large family anil was highly respected 
in society. He was especially popular 
anion;; English reformers, and was 11 frc- 
queut orator at meetings iu the interest of 
social reforms, and generally looked upon 
as a pattern of all virtues. He was at Nott- 
ingham in the performance of his regular 
duties on his judicial circuit, and was in 
apparent enjoyment of health duiing tin 
day, and the news of his death was received 
next day with surprise and sorrow. 
It was given out that he died 
SO suddenly through heart disease. 
At the inquest tho coroner, in ous'iiee. 
Ilia inquiries as to tho circuui.vaiici a a' 
tending the learned judge's death, brought 
out the fact that it occurred in a Notting- 
ham house of ill-repute. It was developed 
that after transacting his day's business 
on the bench Judge Williams repaired to 
a brothel, and there dined with one of its 
notorious women. After dinner the judge 
and his companions spent the night to- 
gether in orgies, in tho course of which 
he suddenly expired in the house. The 
coroner made every attempt to hush up 
this disclosure, and friends of the family 
vainly attempted to bribe the inmates of 
the brothel and tho reporter to conceal 
the scandal, but it haB boon made public 
property. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 21. — Cholera in Paris is in- 
creasing, eight cases are reported to-day. 
Two fatal at Toulon. The epidemic is 
assuming a most virulent character, nearly 
all the victims dying suddenly. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 21. — To-day the 
Southern Pacific route to New Orleans 
was reopened for traffic. 

Prank Ernest HutchingB, who strangled 
his mistress lust Thursday evening, waived 
examination in the police court to-day 
and was held to answer without bail. 

At the request of the Union Pacific tho 
Central Pacific has consented to change 
its time table to tho old hours. Trains 
will leave San Francisco for Ogden at 
11.40 instead of 7. 10. There is no change 
in the time of arrival here. 

MoDKSTO, Cal. , July 21. — Yesterday 
morning a tire broke out in Dorsoy's ranch 
north of Oakdale. New* was carried to 
every farm in the neighborhood and soon 



hundreds of men were at work fighting 
tho llamea. The Humes continued to spread 
until a tract of land five miles long and 
three miles wide had been swept over by 
the element. As near as could be learned 
the losses are $90,100. Insurance, $23,- 
200. 

San Francisc o, July 21.— The will of Jos. 
Knott ha:; been filed for probate, Deceased 
leaves §10, 0U0 to his second wife; to Mrs. 
Anna Stevens of Portland, Sl.OUlh; to Miss 
Rosie Martin of Portland, $1,000; to his 
friend, W. H. Foster, of Portland, $10,000; 
to his sons Levi Knott and Andrew J. Kiiott 
and his daughter Elizabeth J. Ladd,* all of 
Portland, §10 each. 

San Francisco, July 21.— The Sharon 
divorce case was resumed this morning.

He stated that 
tho marriage contract was signed by Sharon 
and also that the "my dear wife" letters 
were written by Sharon.
